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Joseph  Fielding  Smith  became  president  of  “the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  January 
23,  1970,  succeeding  David  0.  McKay  who  died 
January  18,  1970.  He  is  the  tenth  in  succession 
since  the  organization  of  the  Church  in  1830  by 
Joseph  Smith  and  five  associates. 

President  Smith  was  born  in  Salt  Lake  City  on 
July  19,  1876,  a son  of  Joseph  F.  Smith,  sixth 
president  of  the  Church,  and  Julina  Lambson  Smith. 
His  grandfather  was  Hyrum  Smith,  patriarch  to  the 
Church  and  brother  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith. 

A member  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles 
since  April  7,  1910,  he  became  president  of  that 
body  on  April  12,  1951.  He  was  named  to  the  First 
Presidency  on  October  28,  1965,  and  served  as 
president  of  the  Quorum  and  also  in  the  First 
Presidency  until  President  McKay’s  death. 

President  Smith  grew  up  in  the  Sixteenth  Ward  in 
Salt  Lake  City  where  he  held  offices  in  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood  and  was  ordained  an  elder  by  his  father 
in  1897.  He  enrolled  in  the  former  Latter-day  Saints 
University.  Following  two  years  of  study  he 
accepted  a position  with  Zions  Cooperative 
Mercantile  Institution. 

In  April  of  1898  he  married  Louie  Emyle 
Shurtliff,  and  a year  later  he  was  called  to  serve  in 
the  British  Mission.  He  was  ordained  a seventy  by 
his  father  on  May  12,  1899,  and  left  the  next  day 
for  the  mission  field.  He  labored  in  the  Nottingham 
Conference  (District)  for  two  years,  returning  home 
in  June,  1901. 

At  the  general  conference  of  the  Church  in  April, 
1910,  President  Smith  was  called  to  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve.  Elder  John  Henry  Smith  of  the  Council 
had  been  chosen  as  second  counselor  in  the  First 
Presidency  and  President  Smith  was  named  to  fill 
the  vacancy.  When  he  was  ordained  a member  of  the 
Council  by  his  father,  he  was  33  years  of  age. 

Two  years  before  he  became  a member  of  the 
Council  of  Twelve,  President  lost  his  first  wife.  She 
died  March  30,  1908.  On  November  2,  1908,  he

SAIGON  (UPI)  - Defense 
Secretary  Melvin  R.  Laird  ended  a 
“heartening”  three-day  mission  to 
South  Vietnam  Monday  and  said 
the  Nixon  Administration  would 
“meet  or  beat”  its  goal  of 
withdrawing  48,500  more 
American  troops  by  May  1. 

Laird  said  he  was  encouraged  by 
the  progress  of  the  vietnamization 
program  in  which  South 
Vietnamese  troops  are  taking  over 

Protest  filed 
by  embassy 

MOSCOW  (UPI)  - The  U.S. 
Embassy  filed  a protest  at  the 
Soviet  Foreign  Office  today  over 
the  harassment  of  Americans  in 
Moscow,  an  Embassy  spokesman 
said.  Diplomatic  sources  said  the 
Soviet  response  imphed  they 
viewed  the  situation  as  retaliation 
for  attacks  against  Russians  in  the 
United  States  by  “Zionist” 
extremists. 

In  the  latest  incident,  three 
Russians  pushed  and  harangued  an 
American  businessman  and 
threatened  to  return  later  and 
wreck  his  car  if  he  did  nothing  to 
“protect”  Soviet  citizens  in  the 
United  States. 

An  official  American 
spokesman  said  only  that 
Thompson  R.  Buchanan,  Embassy 
PoUtical  Counselor,  delivered  an 
oral  protest  to  Konstantin  G. 
Fedoseyev,  head  of  the  American 
section  of  the  Soviet  Foreign 
Ministry. 

The  protest  was  accompanied 
by  a list  of  the  incidents  to  date 
and  “essentially  protested  the 
vandalism  and  the  principle  of 
reciprocity”  in  the  Russian 
harassment,  the  spokesman  said. 
Diplomatic  sources  agreed  that 
the  response,  “to  the  effect  that 
none  of  these  things  would  have 
happened  (to  Americans  in 
Moscow)  if  the  American 
authorities  were  able  to  provide 
normal  working  conditions  for 
Soviet  officials  in  the  United 
States.” 

Strike  set 

DETROIT  (UPI)  - The  United 
Auto  Workers  today  set  a Jan.  19 
strike  deadline  against  Chrysler 
Corp.,  the  only  one  of  the  big 
three  auto  makers  which  has  not 
yet  worked  out  a new  contract 
with  the  nation’s  second  largest 
union. 

The  120,000  hourly  rated  and 
salaried  UAW  members  at 
Chrysler  plants  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada  will  walk  out 
on  that  date  unless  the  two  sides 
work  out  a new,  three-year 
contract  by  that  time,  the  Union 
said. 

Douglas  Fraser,  Vice  President 
of  the  Union,  said  the  UAW  had 
done  its  best  to  bring  negotiations 
to  a head  without  a strike.

the  major  share  of  fighting  the 
war  and  he  told  newsmen  the 
Communist  threat  in  Indochina  is 
lower  than  it  was  at  this  time  a 
year  ago. 

But  he  warned  that  the  flow  of 
North  Vietnamese  troops  into 
Laos  was  increasing  and  declared 
that  U.S.  strategists  are  watching 
the  military  situation  in 
neighboring  Cambodia  “very 
closely.” 

“I  can  assure  you  that  we  will 
meet  or  beat  our  goal  of  lowering 
the  level  of  U.S.  strength  in 
Vietnam  to  284,000  men  by  May 
1,”  Laird  told  reporters  at 
Saigon’s  Tan  Son  Nhut  Airport 
before  taking  off  for  Washington 
via  Honolulu. 

By  May  I,  Laird  said,  the  first 
phase  of  the  plan  to  turn  over  all 
combat  to  the  South  Vietnamese 
“will  be  virtually  completed”  but 
some  U.S.  ground  units  will 
remain  in  a limited  combat  role. 

“I  don’t  want  to  give  the 
impression  there  won’t  be  ground 
combat  forces  during  the  second 
phase,”  Laird  said.  “But  they 
won’t  be  ass^ned  ground  combat 
duties.  They  will  be  assigned  a 
security  mission  for  U.S.  units.  We 
will  protect  American  lives.” 


FT.  BENNING,  GA.  (UPI)  - 
Former  private  Paul  D.  Meadlo, 
testifying  in  a calm,  midwestern 
farm  boy  accent,  said  today  that 
at  Lt.  William  L.  Galley’s  order  he 
fired  with  Galley  into  two  groups 
of  Vietnamese  civilians  at  point 
blank  range. 

Meadlo,  23,  of  Terre  Haute, 
Ind.,  was  the  37th  government 
witness  in  its  attempt  to  convict 
Galley,  a former  American 
infantry  platoon  leader,  of  the 
premeditated  murder  of  102 
civilians  at  My  Lai  4 hamlet. 

Meadlo,  who  was  granted 
immunity  from  prosecution  on 
the  basis  of  his  testimony  by  the 
Ft.  Benning  commander,  said  that 
Galley  told  him  “I  want  ’em 
dead”  in  reference  to  35  or  40 
men,  women  and  children  in  the 
village  during  the  March  16,  1968 
sweep. 

He  said  he  emptied  three  or 
four  rifle  magazines  into  the 
group  in  automatic  fire  and  CaUey 
emptied  four  or  five.  They  fell, 
covered  with  blood,  he  said. 

Later,  at  a ravine,  he  said,  they 
stood  at  its  lip  looking  at  75  to 
100  civilians  in  it  and  CaUey  said; 
“We’ve  got  another  job  to  do, 
Meadlo.” 

Meadlo  said  that  “as  far  as  I’m 
concerned,”  all  the  civilians  they 
shot  at  were  Viet  Cong. 

At  the  ravine,  “Lt.  CaUey 
started  shoving  them  off  and 
shooting.”

“ineligible”  sprint  star  Isaac 
Curtis. 

Curtis,  who  merely  helped 
California  score  22  of  its  40 
points  in  the  NCAA  title  meet  at 
Drake  University  last  June,  was 
ruled  out  under  the  NCAA’s 
debated  “1.6  program,”  which 
some  schools  want  dropped. 

This  is  the  NCAA  provision, 
begun  in  1966,  under  which  a 
college  cannot  enroll  an  athlete 
and  make  him  eligible  for 


intercollegiate  athletics  unless  his 
college  forecasts  he  will  make  an 
average  academic  score  of  1.6 
points  on  a scale  in  which  4.0 
would  be  the  highest  possible 
mark. 

The  NCAA  ruled  Sunday 
California  failed  to  file  this 
forecast  for  Ciutis,  a freshman  last 
year,  and  so  he  was  not  eligible  to 
compete  in  the  NCAA 
championship  meet. 

With  the  22  points  in  which 
Crutis  shared  taken  away. 


California’s  point  total  drops  to 
18-putting  the  Golden  Bears  in  a 
tie  with  Bowling  Green  for  10th 
place. 

And  the  championship  is  now  in 
a three-way  tie  among  Oregon, 
Kansas  and  BYU  with  35  points 
each. 

More  than  the  record  403 
institutions  which  attended  the 
1970  NCAA  convention  in 
Washington  are  expected  to 
attend  this  year’s  conclave. 

Among  the  highlights  of  the 


program  is  a discussion  Tuesday 
on  the  use  of  drugs  by  athletes. 

In  other  preliminary  action  by 
NCAA  committees;  Villanova  was 
confirmed  as  the  1970 
cross-country  champion.  Oregon 
had  originally  been  the  winner, 
but  later  the  title  was  given  to 
Villanova  when  movies  showed 
Villanova ’s  Les  Nagy,  placed  67th, 
actually  finished  62nd.

Dr.  Joseph  R.  Murphy  arrived  in  the  BYU  world  in  1960,  after 
receiving  his  Ph.  D.  from  the  University  of  Nebraska.  Later  in  1968  he 
assumed  his  present  position  as  chairman  of  BYU’s  Department  of 
Zoology. 


“The  available  facilities  have  increased  tremendously,  but  we  as  a 
department  still  have  trouble  getting  close  to  our  students,”  states  Dr. 
Murphy,  considering  problems  facing  his  department.  “Our  big  problem 
is  our  large  number  of  students— we  have  1,200  undergraduate  majors.” 
Dr.  Murphy  believes  that  many  students  are  hesitant  to  seek  advice  and 
information  because  of  their  shyness  of  such  a large,  busy  dept.  There 
has  been  an  effort  to  set  up  such  needed  counseling  sessions. 

Dr.  Murphy  is  quite  enthused  with  the  progress  of  his  dept,  and  the 
college  of  Biology  and  Agricultural  Sciences,  and  states,  “Next  year  we 
will  offer  courses  covering  general  education  requirements 
in  environmental  biology,  dealing  with  current  environmental  problems, 
and  in  evolution.” 

“I  am  presently  very  interested  in  ecology— working  on  the  ecology 
of  predatory  birds.  This  helps  me  get  out  of  the  office  and  into  the  field 
once  in  awhile,”  states  Dr.  Murphy.  He  enjoys  such  outdoor 
recreational  sports  as  golf  and  hiking. 

Having  served  in  several  ward  and  stake  auxiliary  organizations.  Dr. 
Murphy  now  acts  as  a Teachers  Quorum  advisor  and  reports  “I  enjoy 
this  position  because  of  its  challenge  to  direct  the  interests  and 
enthusiasm  of  these  young  boys  for  their  future.”
